THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham, ss. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in said 
County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said New Castle, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of 
March, next, at ten of the clock, in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers and 
others heretofore chosen and to pass any vote in rela- 
tion thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. The polls for the election of town officers 
shall open at ten of the clock, in the forenoon, and 
shall not be closed before five of the clock, in the after- 
noon. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
to make appropriation for the same. 


4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to incur temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes for the year 1951, upon the credit of the town, 
to be repaid from taxes levied and assessed during the 
year 1951, as the same are collected. 


5. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
to be made to those persons who shall pay their taxes 
within a reasonable time after they receive notice of 
the taxes assessed against them and to fix the amount 
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of such discount and the time within which such dis- 
count shall be allowed. 


6. Tosee if the town will vote to participate with 
the other towns and cities in the area in the advertising, 
promotional and publicity activities of the New Hamp- 
shire Seacoast Regional Development Association as 
authorized by law and to appropriate the sum of $90.00 
therefor. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000.00 for the payment of pen- 
sions to former school teachers for the year 1951, as 
authorized by law. 


8. To see if the town will vote to construct and 
provide a fire escape from the second floor of the Town 
Hall Building and to raise and appropriate the neces- 
sary sum of money therefor. 


9. To see if the town will vote to provide traps 
for the catch basins in town wherever needed to pre- 
vent the escape of offensive and unpleasant odors there- 
from and to raise and appropriate the necessary sum 
of money therefor. 


10. To see if the town will vote to establish rea- 
sonable rules and regulations for the use of the public 
sewer to be constructed in Atkinson Street and to pro- 
vide for the payment of reasonable sewer rents annu- 
ally by the users of said sewer. 


11. Shall the provisions of Chapter 171-A of the 
Revised Laws relative to playing games of Beano be 
adopted in this city or town? 


12. To see if the town will vote to continue in 
office the Land Committee chosen at a special town 
meeting in December, 1949, and confer upon the mem- 
bership of said committee the power and authority to 
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fill vacancies in the membership of said committee 
occasioned by resignation or otherwise. 


13. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid from the State for the construction of town 
roads and to raise and appropriate a sum not exceeding 
$55.00 therefor. 


14. To see if the town will vote to place a safety 
device generally known as a “panic bar” on the rear 
door of the town hall ito be used in the case of fire or 
other emergency, and to raise and appropriate the 
necessary sum of money therefor. 


15. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
final report of the zoning commission, heretofore 
appointed, and establish a by-law creating zoning 
rules and regulations for the town as hereinafter set 
forth, to wit: 


A By-Law to Establish Zoning Rules and Regu- 
lations. 

To promote the health, safety, morals and general 
welfare of the community and the inhabitants thereof, 
upon motion duly made and seconded, it was voted to 
establish the following Zoning Regulations. 


Section I. The town is hereby divided into four 
areas as shown upon a zoning map, dated 1951, hereby 
incorporated ‘by reference and made a part hereof. 
Such areas shall be designated as: A. Residential Dis- 
trict, B. Commercial District, C. Beach or Recrea- 
tional District, D. Industrial District. 


Section II. The districts above referred to are 
defined as follows: 
A. Residential District shall include all lands, tene- 
ments and hereditaments used primarily for residential 
purposes. 
B. A Commercial District is an area where in addition 
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to residential purposes, stores, shops, offices and manu- 
factories which do not produce noxious odors, noises, 
smoke or other objectional features may be carried on. 
C. A Beach or Recreational District shall consist of 
such property, public and private, which by its location 
and characteristics lends itself to beach or recreational 
uses. 


D. An Industrial District shall consist of an area where 
any industrial use may be engaged in, subject to the 
laws and regulation of the State of New Hampshire 
and any lawful by-law made by the Town of New 
Castle. 


Section III. District Boundaries. A. For the time 
being the Residential District shall embrace all the area 
of the Town of New Castle except those areas herein- 
after described. B. For the time being the Commer- 
cial District is bounded and described as follows: Com- 
mencing at a point at the center of the intersection of 
the public highways now known as Cranfield Street 
and Main Street and thence running North along the 
center of said Cranfield Street 100 feet to a point; 
thence turning and running Easterly on a line 100 feet 
Northerly from Main Street and parallel therewith to 
and through Atkinson Street to the center of Walbach 
Street; thence turning and running Southerly 100 feet 
to the center of said Main Street and continuing 100 
feet to a point 100 feet Southerly from the center of 
said Main Street; thence turning and running Westerly 
on a line 100 feet Southerly and parallel with the center 
line of said Main Street to the center line of said Cran- 
field Street; thence turning and running Easterly along 
the center line of said Cranfield Street 100 feet to the 
point of beginning. CC. For the time being the Beach 
and Recreational District shall consist of that area 
described as follows: Commencing at a point where 
the Southerly boundary of Fort Constitution and Low 
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Water Mark meet and thence running Southerly to a 
point where the Northerly boundary of Camp Langdon 
and Low Water Mark meet; thence turning and run- 
ning Westerly on the boundary of Camp Langdon to a 
point 200 feet above Mean High Water Mark; thence 
turning and running Northerly on a line 200 feet 
Northerly from Mean High Water Mark and parallel 
therewith to a point 200 feet running Westerly 
from Mean High Water Mark at Fort Constitu- 
tion boundary; thence turning and running West- 
erly on the Southerly boundary of Fort Consti- 
tution to the point of beginning. The area 
known as Sandy Beach between Low Water Mark 
and Mean High Water Mark and between the 
Southerly boundary of Fort Constitution and the 
Northerly boundary of Camp Langdon shall be classi- 
fied as a public bathing beach, the remainder of the 
area as heretofore described in the Beach and Recrea- 
tional District shall be classified as private property 
and shall be included in the Residential District. D. 
For the time being the Industrial District is bounded 
and described as follows: Beginning at a point 300 feet 
Northwesterly from the Northwest corner of Camp 
Langdon on Wentworth Road and on a line from that 
corner to the point where the drainage ditch empties 
into Lavenger’s Creek; thence running along that line 
in a Westerly direction to the point at Lavenger’s 
Creek where the drainage ditch empties into Laven- 
ger’s Creek; thence turning and running Northeast- 
erly to the corner of Daddy Neal’s Lane near where 
the abandoned Stone Pit of the Town of New Castle 
lies; thence turning and running in a Southerly direc- 
tion to the point of beginning. 


Section IV. Regulations Governing Districts. 


A. In a Residential District the following regula- 
tions shall be in force: 
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1. No building land or premises shall be con- 
structed or erected, altered, used or removed for 
any purpose except for the residence of one or more 
families or two housekeeping units. 2, Farming, or 
gardening or other agriculture use shall not be pro- 
hibited unless the same is injurious, noxious or objec- 
tionable to others residing in the same neighborhood. 
3. Churches, schools, clubs and societies may exist in a 
Residential District so long as their activities are not 
noisy, noxious or offensive to the neighborhood. 4. 
Customary home manufacturies may be carried on in a 
Residential District and self-employed persons and 
those employing not more then three others may en- 
gage in their trades, occupations or callings so long as 
they are not noisy, noxious or offensive to their neigh- 
bors provided however that no filling station, machine 
shop, carpenters shop, shoe shop, or public automotive 
repair shop or other similar shop or place of business 
may be conducted or carried on unless the building in 
which it is carried on is at least 50 feet from the nearest 
residence on any side thereof, and provided that there 
is no display from the street nor advertising except a 
professional or announcement sign not exceeding 4 
square feet in area. 5. The storage of petroleum or 
other inflammable liquids is prohibited except for the 
heating of other legitimate uses in an amount not ex- 
ceeding 500 gallons. 6. No junk yard or scrap metal 
shop or yard shall be maintained. 7. No trailer camp, 
overnight cabins, public bathhouse, public dance hall, 
roller skating rink, bowling alley, penny arcade, mov- 
ing picture theatre or other place likely to cause the 
congregation of a large number of people except for an 
ecclesiastical, educational or charitable purposes shall 
be conducted or maintained in a Residential District. 
8. No public garage, livery stable, commercial cannery, 
tanning plant, rendering plant, abattoir or other busi- 
ness or occupation, the general nature of which is 
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noisy, or odoriferous, or likely to cause vibrations, 
odors, fumes, dust, smoke, or otherwise objectionable 
shall be conducted or maintained in a Residentional 
District. 9. No outdoor advertising signs or bill 
boards unconnected with a town business shall be 
erected or maintained in a Residential or Beach or 
Recreational District. 


B. In the Beach or Recreational District the fol- 
lowing regulations shall be in force: 1. All uses per- 
mitted in the Residential District shall be allowed in 
the Beach and Recreational District. 2. Fireplaces, 
picnic tables and other similar facilities may be erected 
with the approval of the Board of Adjustment, but no 
business shall be conducted on public property in a 
Beach or Recreational District. 


16. If Zoning Rules and Regulations are adopted, 
as provided in Article 15, to see if the town will vote 
to elect a Board of Adjustment, as provided by law, or 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to appoint the mem- 
bers thereof. 


17 To transact any other business that may law- 
fully come before said meeting. |

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Report of the School Board 


The School Board respectfully submits the annual 
report for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1950: 


The School Board has met twice monthly except 
during the months of July and August. Our Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Gillmore, has been present at all but two 
of these meetings. Notes on the meetings have been 
kept. 


An increase in two Board member’s salary (as 
listed in the proposed budget) was made to be in pro- 
portion with the Chairman’s salary. 


The increase in salaries of the teachers and 
Superintendent has been made to meet minimum State 
standards. 


The increase in tuition and transportation was be- 
yond our control. Other increases are due to rising 
prices in supplies, textbooks, etc. 


The item, “New Equipment,” in the Budget has 
been made for new desks. At present there are 
twenty-two pupils in the three upper grades. In Sep- 
tember, 1951, it is anticipated that thirty-two pupils 
will enroll in the fourth, fifth and sixth grades. 
During 1950 five movable desks were purchased to re- 
place some of the fourth and fifth grade units which 
were far too small. 


To help eliminate glare two blackboards upstairs 
have been painted green. Also two overhead lights 
were replaced after having been removed several years 
ago. 


A dangerous open switch was replaced with a 
closed one, and repairs were made on the furnace 
blower. 
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As time goes on it is evident that a two hundred 
and twenty-one year old school house is not adequate 
for modern education which is endeavored to be taught 
in New Castle today. 


In comparison with the majority of schools in 
New Hampshire, our school falls very low. There is 
no flexibility or adequate space in the class rooms, 
making it exceedingly hard for the teachers to instruct 
as they have been taught to do. 


There is no uniformity of light or ventilation. It 
is inadequately heated. On cold days the temperature 
falls as low as 60 degrees at desk level and 34 degrees 
at floor level on the first floor where the first, second, 
and third grades sit, making it necessary for them to 
wear boots in class. The temperature in the girls’ 
toilet at seat level has been recorded at 35 degrees. 


The fire dangers are so numerous all cannot be 
mentioned. One of the greatest is having the fire 
escape directly over and beside the oil fired hot air 
furnace. 


The School Board has been informed by authority 
that it will cost the District no more to build a new 
school than to carry on the Capital Reserve Fund. 

We cordially invite members of the School District 
to visit the school.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 
To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith submit to you my twenty-first report 
as Superintendent of your schools. The statistical re- 
port for the past completed school year will be in- 
cluded and also the pupil enrollment in our local school 
as well as a list of tuition pupils attending Portsmouth 
for the current year. 


The present year began Wednesday, September 6, 
1950, with an enrollment of 44. This compares. with 
last year’s figure of 37. There are at the time of this 
report, 25 New Castle children attending the Ports- 
mouth schools, 8 of whom are in grades seven and 
eight. 

The New Castle teachers coordinate their work 
with that of the corresponding Portsmouth teachers. 
This leads to a uniformity of context and method be- 
tween the two systems and results in continuous prog- 
ress of our pupils throughout the twelve grade. In 
line with modern school progress, as well as parallel- 
ing Portsmouth’s plan, our school is now giving unified 
courses in History and Geography, under the title 
Social Studies. It is felt that History and Geography 
are so closely interlinked they are now more purpose- 
fully studied together. The location of cities and 
towns controls much of the industry of their citizens 
which in turn has much to do with the history of the 
towns. To attempt to keep the two as separate sub- 
jects does not seem true to facts. 


The new books used by the upper grades are built 
around the inter-dependence of these two subjects. 
We believe children will secure a clearer understand- 
ing of their work by this means. 


It may be that before this report is published, 
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New Castle will have obtained title to part of the Fort 
Constitution property. I hope so, for it will do much 
to improve our playground problem. It is our plan to 
use the Fort Constitution building as a physical educa- 
tion area. Educational practice now recommends that 
children work together on larger projects. These are 
impossible under present conditions, but could well 
be carried on with the additional space. Through 
physical education and project work in the standard 
school subjects, children acquire the all important 
ability to live with their fellows, to work with them 
and play with them. 


However, the satisfactory answer to the needs of 
the children of New Castle is a new school building. 
Today’s elementary school is concerned not only with 
the acquisition of faets and skills but also with the 
development of the whole pupil to the maximum of his 
capabilities. The child should develop abilities men- 
tally, socially, physically, emotionally and morally. 
The modern school should have a workshop atmos- 
phere. The “lessons” should be work activities. To 
do this, children should work together in groups on 
definite projects. Sometimes two or three will work 
in a group, sometimes eight or ten and somtimes the 
whole school. This demands work stations apart 
from the entire class. Library work tables are a 
necessity. A work corner where children may create 
pictures, objects or models from ideas which they have 
received as a result of their school work is now con- 
sidered an essential of a modern school building. 


These activities require more room than is now 
available. It is now recommended that 900-1000 
square feet are required for elementary school rooms. 
Our present schools measure approximately 535 square 
feet and 580 square feet. There is little space in 
either room for a group work. 
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The new school recognizes the fact that there are 
natural differences which must be taken into account 
and that each child should be sufficiently challenged to 
exert real effort in his work and thereby secure real 
satisfaction in achievement. 


The responsibility of the schools for establishing 
good health habits in its pupils is recognized. Health 
is all important. We now ‘lack space for recognized 
physical training. The school is the child’s life. It 
should enter all his activities. Children should feel 
free to use the building for their social gatherings in 
school time or out of school time. 


The time is near when New Castle should have 
three home rooms for its children with two grades for 
each teacher. By this plan, the organization of 
classes is more efficient, since there would be less 
spread of the teacher’s work. Individual differences 
may be adjusted more accurately, and social problems 
more easily remedied. The troubles of fourth grade 
pupils for example, are of a different nature from those 
of the sixth grade. It is better that pupils of like 
ages should be together. 


No school is complete without an activity room. 
Projects too large for the class room would be con- 
structed here. Pupil-made maps, models, decorations, 
historical scenes and plans are a part of modern educa- 
tion and would be housed in such a room. This room, 
if properly used, helps each pupil to adjust himself 
socially to his fellows. It is in these informal activi- 
ties that children are less inhibited and! therefore best 
develop the talents inherent in each child. 


A one story building has many advantages from 
the point of view of safety, administration and appear- 
ance. School houses constructed of sound absorbent 
materials tend toward a quieter and more workman- 
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like atmosphere. In such a building, the child is less 
disturbed by the activities of the others. Since it is 
reasonable to assume that New Castle will not for some 
time need one room for each grade, this is an impor- 
tant consideration. Modern school buildings are being 
constructed with light finish and non-glare surfaces. 
The floors finished in light tile not only add to the at- 
tractiveness of the school, but actually help in the 
lighting factor. Colored chalk boards help reflect 
light which the black boards absorb. 


Building costs seem to be pretty well stabilized. 
Architects tell us there is nothing to be gained by de- 
laying action. Schools are now constructed on a more 
utilitarian basis than previously and all unnecessary 
construction is eliminated. Most rooms are put to 
multiple use. 


The Parent-Teacher Association is doing a valu- 
able work in bringing to the parents, and the people 
as a whole, the needs of the schools of today. Our 
local group is among the leaders in this charge, one of 
its members being on the State Governing Board. 
With its whole-hearted support, New Castle is ad- 
vancing toward the education of the whole child—the 
objective of all modern schools. 


By vote of the New Hampshire Legislature, state 
aid for education was reduced from two million dollars 
to $400,000. This seriously affected many districts, 
but New Castle was not one so affected. Our State 
Aid for the present year is $1,189.24, an increase over 
the previous year. The amount which will be avail- 
able for New Castle next year depends upon the Legis- 
lature of 1951. Since a new basis for these grants is 
to be determined, we have no sure guide upon which to 
base our finances. It would seem best to leave out of 
our budget any estimate of an item so uncertain. 
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Under the guidance of the School Board, the New 
Castle School will continue to serve its pupils to the 
best of its ability. Our children do well in the schools 
which they later attend. The formal subjects are 
taught by two capable teachers. However, we do 
need a new building with all the added benefits for our 
children.
